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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In applicant's remarks filed on 18 OCT '05 they 
have argued that Beyda's feature server does not permit portability and is not attached to the telephone. However, this language is no 
where to be found in the claims. Applicant's claims 1 & 1 1 claim that the the interface (of the feature server) is "couplable" to the phone. 
It is deemed that Beyda's feature server (105) is "couplable' to the phone devices (102 a/b) via LAN -101, but the the feature server 105 is 
NOT "attached to the phones/terminals. Neither does Beyda teach that his Feature server is "portable". Should this language be added to 
the claims, it will eliminate Beyda as a reference. 
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
